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COUNCIL MEMBERS WANT TO BE BETTER INFORMED 


New Brockton’s police topic of discussion

What appeared to be, according 
to the printed agenda, a routine 
housekeeping meeting of the New 
Brockton Town Council did not turn 
out that way. 

In Monday evening’s mecting, 
the police department became the 
main topic of an almost hour-long 
discussion. 

The discussion began when May- 
or Kathryn Holley requested that po- 
lice officer Harry Laird be sent to a 
firearms instructor’s school. 

The request was that the town pay 
the $50 tuition and furnish Laird’s 
ammunition while he paid the re- 
maining expenses. 

Councilman Charles Cole asked 
the question as to whether or not the 
matter of Laird’s status with the po- 
lice department had been determined 
from the last meeting (March 7). 

Officer Laird had requested a 
leave from the department from Feb. 
13 until the end of May. The minutes 
of the March 7 meeting reflected that 
no official action was taken in re- 
gards to the matter. 


It was and is Mayor Holley’s 
opinion that it falls within her au- 
thority to approve all employees’ 
leave which she did in Laird’s case. 

Councilman Jack Caradine asked 
how Laird could be on leave and still 
remain on the schedule (duty roster). 
Mayor Holley’s response was that he 
is still working part-time. 

Holley contends that Laird’s 
leave was granted by her after a 
meeting with Police Chief Charles 
Driggers and Laird. She told council 
members that, at that time, Chief 
Driggers had no problem with Laird 
taking a leave of absence. 

All members of the council 
agreed that it was and still is unclear 
as to exactly what Laird’s status with 
the New Brockton Police Depart- 
ment is at the present time, 

Councilman Cole and other mem- 
bers of the council feel that they 
should be in on the approval process 
of all extended leaves granted to the 
town’s employees. 

Holley informed the council 
Monday night that Laird would once 
again be a full-time employee with 
the police department on April 6th 
(yesterday).

The council did not approve the 
mayor's request to send Laird to the 
firearms instructor’s school. 

In addition to that move, the 
council further voted to keep Laird 
on part-time status. 

The matter of the mayor making 
out the schedule (duty roster) for the 
police once again surfaced and the 
council directed the mayor, by a 
unanimous vote, to turn that respon- 
sibility back over to Chief Driggers, 

On a positive note, Councilman 
Cole read a letter commending Po- 
lice Chief Driggers and Officer Jerry 
Gilbert for a job well done. 

The letter read as follows: 

“On May 17, 1994, six (6) sticks 
of ditching dynamite were found 
in our office, I wish to TRY to ex- 
press my sincere thanks for the 
care and encouragement I re- 
ceived from the New Brockton 
Police Force.

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Coffee Democrats 
comply with fed’s 
court order

Jackson W. Stokes, Chairman of 
the Coffee County Democratic Com- 
mittee said this week that the county 
committee has be re-apportioned to 
comply with a federal court order 
which effects all county committees 
and the state committee. The lawsuit 
had been filed in April 1990. 

He said in Coffee County the 
Democratic Committee districts now 
conform exactly to the county com- 
mission districts. There are seven 
women and seven men on the com- 
mittee from each district. 

Stokes explained that even 
though this has been done, it has not 
yet received official justice de- 
partment approval. The paperwork 
has been submitted by Stokes to the 
federal authorities buy they have yet 
to respond. 


Elba man barricades 
himself in a house 
armed with a shotgun 


On Saturday, April 2, at approxi- 
mately 4:25 p.m., the Elba Police 
Be rcs kre received a report that an 
individual was barricaded inside a 
Brunson Street residence. 

Police were told that the subject, 
a man, was armed with a shotgun, 
Further reports indicated that he was 
threatening to kill himself and any- 
one that came close to the house. 

Elba Police officers arrived on the 
scene and a perimeter, “safe zone,” 
was established around the resi- 
dence. Several homes in the area 
were evacuated for safety reasons, 

Officers were able to establish 
that no other persons were inside the 
house, 

Numerous attempts were made by 

lice officers on the scene to estab- 

ish contact with the man in the 
house by way of telephone and also 
using the public address system on 
ef cars. They were unsuc- 
cesstu 

However, at some point during 
the incident, the individual inside the 
house made contact, by telephone, 
with a substance abuse facili ity in 
Dothan, 

Police officers at the residence 
were constantly updated on the situa- 
tion inside the house by the police 
radio dispatcher at the station. 

Substance abuse counselors, who 
were speaking with the man inside 
the residence were, at the same time, 
communicating with the Elba Police 
Department. 

After about an hour of negotia- 
tions, the man came out the front 
door of the residence where he was 
taken into custody by police officers, 

The man came out unarmed and 
was taken without incident, 

At this time, the person's name is 
being withheld unul the investiga- 
tion into the matter is completed. No 
charges have been filed.

We 
were desperate for money and 
the first Board of Directors de- 
cided that we needed to have an 
Arts and Crafts Festival to make 
some money, I missed one board 
meeting that year--that meeting I 
was appointed chairman of the

I had never even been to a 
crafts show and only a few art 
shows at the time. But with the 
help of all the other board mem- 
bers, especially Lamar Rainer 
and Ruth Ann Bond, we actually 
put the festival together and 
made a little money to keep our 
group together. It was my pleas- 
ure to serve as chairman for sev- 
eral years. 

After Jewel Smith’s term as 
president ended, I was elected to 
serve in her place. She was so 
efficient at the job I was hesitant 
but still willing to try. There 
were many sleepless nights won- 
dering where the money to pay 
the bills would come from--but 
it always came from somewhere. 
One of our major accomplish- 
ments that year was that we 
were able to rent a post office 
box, and pay the rent.

sion ends. 

United We Stand America (and 
several other good government or- 
ganizations and people) strongly be- 
lieve that Alabama citizens should 
have the right to introduce and re- 
peal legislation. People in at least 28 
other states have similar initiative 
and referendum powers which are 
currently denied in our state. 

Most legislators favor this legisla- 
tion if committee votes are any indi- 
cation, Let me urge everyone to call 
or write their senator or representa- 
tive asking them to make sure the 
“Initiative and Referendum” legisla- 
tion gets voted on and approved this 
session. 

While there are many critical is- 
sues the public could put on the bal- 
lot if not approved by the legislature, 
one example of an issue that the pub- 
lic would like considered is term 
limits for most government offices. 
Under present law, it is doubtful that 
term limits would ever be passed. 

The legislation, as currently draft- 
ed, required 6% of the voters in the 
state to sign a petition for gencral 
laws (8% for constitutional amend- 
ments), There are built in reviews 
and safeguards to insure that no one 
group can dominate and that critical 
areas of government are not adverse- 
ly impacted. ; 

By copy of this letter, I am asking 
that the news media educate the pub- 
lic on the provisions of this very im- 
portant legislation. This is an oppor- 
tunity to get the people more 
involved with government, now! 

I'd also like to commend United 
We Stand America for the research 
done by Rex Wagner which resulted 
in the drafting of this legislation and 
Senator Windom and Representative 
Hill for introducing it and getting it 
approved in committee. : 

Let’s hope the legislature, with 
public encouragement, passes a bill 
to give people a bigger voice in gov- 

ermment,

Coach Lowery disappointed, but

Elba’s Coach David Lowery was 
obviously disappointed after the Ti- 
gers’ 1-0 loss to Goshen that 
dropped their record to 2-2; how- 
ever, the highly successful Elba 
coach stated that his team learned 
something in the upset loss and still 
has the talent to win plenty of 
games, 

“We had a lot of success against 
Goshen over the years,” said Low- 
ery, “and after winning the first 
game the players took the second 
game for granted and started think- 
ing about spring break. The loss 
showed the players that any team 
can win on any given day, and down 
the road may make us a-better team.” 

“Our pitching has been excellent 
over the opening four games,” added 
Lowery, “and our pitchers have lim- 
ited the opposition to only 12 hits in 
27 innings of work. We did walk 
more batters than we'd like, but for 
the beginning of the season all of the 
pitchers did a good job, The defense 
made a few mistakes and allowed 
some unearned runs; however, it also 
turned three double-plays against 
Goshen in the second game and did 
better than expected.

Nutrition update................ 


How do kids’ diets compare with 
the diets of adults? According to a 
USA survey in 1985-86, children eat 
fewer calories as fat (34%) than 
adults (37%). Kids consume more 
saturated fat (14%) than adults 
(13%). Protein intake is the same. 
Children aged 4 to 10 years are one 
of the groups with the highest per- 
centage of calories from added sugar 
(14%). Teenagers and women up to 
age 22 have the same level of sugar 
in their diets. 

What are little children’s prob- 
lems? One documented problem is 
obesity. The increase in child eet 
becoming an important public heal 
issue, Obesity in children is strongly 
related with having obese parents. 
Most children of obese parents are 
overweight, whereas those of lean 
parents are thinner. Kids should be 
encouraged to exercise for a positive 
self-image. The preferred type of ex- 
ercise is physical activity that the 
child enjoys. 

Another documented problem is 
iron deficiency anemia. Although 
this condition can occur in all soci- 
oeconomic groups, it has historically 
been most common among the poor. 
Poor iron status in very young chil- 
dren (1 to 2 year olds) is comparable 


to that found in 25 to 44-year-old 
women. Below the poverty level, 
poor iron status is highest in 25 to 
44-year-old men and in 1 to 5-year- 
old children. EFNEP, WIC school 
lunch and school breakfast and the 
federal food stamp program help 
curb iron deficiency anemia. 

The third documented problem 
among kids is dental cares. One 
good trend is that within the last two 
decades, the incidence of dental 
cares in children declined by 30% to 
50%. Drinking flouridated water has 
significantly reduced the risk of den- 
tal cares in people of all age groups, 
especially children during the years 
of tooth formation and growth. The 
two important dental care risks are 
the frequency, not the amount, of su- 
crose consumed and the consump- 
tion of solid forms of sugar which 
appear to be more care-causing than 
liquid form. 

Children’s choices are really bet- 
ter than their parents. Kids’ stom- 
achs are little in size. We, as adults, 
should encourage rather than discou- 
rage between meal eating for kids as 
long as what they eat balances with- 
in their total diet. It is difficult to 
pack their food needs in only three 
meals a day and keep them growing.

The Elba City School Board con- 
ducted a number of important items 
of business last Thursday and did it 
in a relatively short time period.

Helms also uses the road or has in 
the past to gain access to land he 
owns or either rents. 

According to county highway of- 
ficials, the road has not been being 
maintained all the way through as a 
thorough-a-fare. 

It was established in the last 
meeting that the road was presently 
being maintained/graded to a point 
just short of where the fence in ques- 
tion is erected. 

Dalrymple once again made note 


that no records or documents have 
been produced which show that the 
road had been closed past the point 
itis being graded. 

He commented that if the county 
is going to allow one person to block 
a county road, then others should be 
allowed to do the same. 

“T have five county roads that run 
through my property,” he said. “I'd 
like to close them too!” 

Sawyer asked the members of the 
commission whether or not they 
were going to stand by their letter or 
just what their official position was, 
or is, in this matter. 

At that point, commissioners 
tumed to their attorney for advice.

A good track was found and Paul 
felt that Brooks had been contained 
in the area by several law enforce- 
ment personnel who had responded 
to the scene after monitoring the 
chase.

Grady Reeve, his dog handlers, a 
blood hound and two beagles, long 
to “sniff out” Brooks once they got 
on his trail. 

In less than an hour and a half, 
Brooks was spotted by Reeves 
crouched beside a tree trying to 
make himself invisible.

Brooks was taken into custody 
less than a mile from where he had

to assume the duties of Special Ed- 
ucation Coordinator and Testing Co 
ordinator. She is presently working 
in the elementary school. 

Pearce recommended the high 
school return to the six period day 
from the present seven period sys- 
tem which has been in use for the 
past several years. 

He explained the seventh period 
was put in to allow students more 
options on electives. However over 
the years this interest has gradually 
dropped and students end up serving 
as teacher aides, rather than taking 
additional subjects. 

Board members grilled Pearce ex- 
tensively on the benefits and prob- 
lems of both the six and seven pe- 
riod days, The superintendent added, 
“We are going backwards with the 
seven period day.” 

Pearce assured board members 
this wound not harm students seck- 
ing the advanced diploma and all 
students would be required to take at 
least a !/> credit course in computers. 

“J will have more to do with 
scheduling next year than any super- 
intendent has ever had in this school 
system,” Pearce said, acknowledging 
that the six periods would reduce op- 
tions for those students preparing for 
college as well as those preparing for 
the job market. 

The board approved a summer 
school for K through grade 3 stu- 
dents who qualify under Chapter 1 
for the additional schooling. The 
school has received a federal grant 
for this schooling. There will only be 
one teacher per grade and it will be 
limited to six students in each grade. 
The classes will run from 8 a.m. un- 
til noon, four days a week for six 


weeks. There is a possibility students 
can be rotated, allowing a particular 
teacher to serve more than six chil- 
dren, according to Pearce, 

A summer school for high school 
students will be held if there is 
enough interest. English and math 
will be offered and the cost will be 
$50 per child. 

All non-tenured personnel will re- 
ceive the customary termination Iet- 
ter issued each year. As soon as state 
funding figures are released, these 
employees will begin to hear about 
new contracts for the coming year. 
Pearce said he expected to be able to 
tell all these people if they will be re- 
employed by July Ist. 

Bids on a new school bus in- 
dicated the low bid was $47,287, 
several thousand dollars higher than 
expected, However the board voted 
to move forward with the purchase 
of this diesel vehicle. It will be paid 
for with special state funds ear- 
marked for replacement busses. Elba 
has accumulated two years of this 
money and will add it to next year’s 
grant to fund this one bus. 

A school calendar for the 1994-95 
school year was approved by the 
board. School will begin for students 
on August 22 and end May 30, 1995. 
The Christmas/New Year holidays 
will be from December 19 through 
Monday January 2nd. AEA holidays 
will be the last of March next year 
and will not be linked with the East- 
er season. The exact-dates are from 
March 27-31.
